ment, had been planned with 
Mr. Mitchell's assistance. But at 
the last minute the Attorney 
General failed to carry out the 
plan, Mr. Eisenhower said. 

In a statement today] Mr 
Mitchell said that Mr. Eisen- 
hower was in error. The plans 
were only preliminary, he said.
